This season is undoubtedly 
a week or ten days behind normal. Our guess for the 
peak bloom this year would be from May 26th until 
June 6th. If you intend visiting us, you will probably 
see the most varieties blooming if you come during 
this period. 


SHIPMENTS 


Tall Bearded Iris may be planted anytime from early 
July until early October. We commence making ship- 
ments about July 5th. PLEASE do not ask for them 
prior to that date. If you want real large rhizomes, get 
them in August or Sept. All will be labeled true to 
name and packed for shipment with greatest of care. 
We make no substitutions unless you so indicate on 
your order blank.

RHIZOMES—the root division often mistakenly called 
bulb. 

STANDARDS—the three upward petals. 

FALLS—the three downward petals. 

BEARD—the narrow band of short, hairlike growth 
formed in the center at base of falls. 

TEXTURE—sheen or finish of petals. 

SUBSTANCE—Thickness and durability of petals. 

PLICATA—An Iris with stitched or stippled margin 
color on white or yellow background. 

VARIEGATA—An Iris with yellow standards with deep- 
er colored falls, with either veined or solid tones 
of brown or purple. 

AMOENA—Iris with white standards, colored falls. 

BLEND—-Combination of various colors, one being yel- 
low. 

BICOLOR—two colors, light to medium standards, deep- 
er color in falls. 

SELF—An Iris of uniform color.

A NEW IRIS 
Introduction for 1950 


This year we have the pleasure and honor of intro- 
ducing a new Iris, BISQUE, created by Dr. John Dol- 
man of Swarthmore, Pa. Dr. Dolman is one of the 
EKast’s leading Iris hybridizers and was for many years 
Regional Vice President of the American Iris Society for 
this district. Visiting Dr. Dolman’s garden last May. 
this Iris immediately attracted our attention and so it 
is with pride and considerable enthusiasm that we of- 
fer it for the first time to the public. 


BISQUE 


A rather late blooming plicata, in colors suggesting old fashioned 
bisque ice cream. The ground color is warm white; the falls slight- 
ly edged with yellow brown and the standards more heavily dusted 
with the same color, giving a reverse bicolor effect. The flowers 
are of medium size, ruffled, semi flaring, well poised and well 
spaced on strong stems. Like most plicatas it is seen at its best in 
a clump, standing alone and not too close to other Irises of strong- 
er coloring. This Iris has been well tested and well liked, and a 
good stock has been built up, permitting a low introductory price.
